Taft Answers Pacifists. 


Former President William H. Taft ap- 
peared before the conference, of which 
he is presiding officér, as a missionary 
for the League to Enforce Peace.

IRISH REVOLT BEFORE SENATE. 


Kern Offers Resolution Calling for 
Protection of Américans. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Irish re- 
volt was injected into the Senate's dis- 
cussion of the Army Reorganization. bill 
today. Mr. Borah of Idaho, in assailing 
the National Guard, referred to their 
use in many States for the suppression 
of domestic turmoii, and then branched 
out into a criticism of the execution of 
the Irish leaders by the British: authori- 
ties. 

‘*This act in Dublin,” he said, “ was 
in contravention to the fundamental un- 
derlying principles of the independent 
institutions of England.

Develops Close Rivalry 
at Saratoga. 


FOUR BALLOTS, NO CHOICE 


Nicholson’s Strength Wanes, but 
His Friends Are Confident— 
Dr. Hughes in the Van.

“SARATOGA, May i7. —The’ General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church continued balloting today for 
seven Bishops or General Superinten- 
dents. The balloting developed the fact 
that there is intense rivalry for Episcopal 
honors. One ballot was taken yesterday 
and it was annoufced at the opening of 
today’s session that there was no elec- 
tion. The Presiding Bishop thereupon 
ordered a new ballot. The voting was 
continued all day. 

The result of the fourth ballot was 
announced at 10 o’clock at night and 
found the leaders further from the goal 
than before. A new ballot was ordered 
at once, and a new set of tellers were 
appointed, with instructions to won to- 
morrow morning. 

The leaders on the fourth ballot in the 
order of their standing were: The Rev. 
Matthew S. Hughes of. Pasadena, Cal., 
brother of Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, 
454 votes; the Rev. Adna W. Leonard of 
Seattle, 489; the Rev. Herbert- Welch of 
Delaware, Ohio, President of the Ohio 
Wesleyan College, 430; the Rev. Charles 
HB. Mitchell of Chicago, 420; the Rev. 
Franklin Elmer Ellsworth Hamilton of 
Boston, Chancellor of the American 
University at Washington, D. C., 409; 
the Rev. W. F. Oldham of New York 
City, Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board of Foreign Missions, 405; the 
Rev. Thomas Nicholson of New York 
City, ‘General Corresponding Secretary 
of the Board of Education, 388; the Rev.

SAN FRANCISCO HITS SHOAL. 


Before Aid Can Reach Cruiser, Now 
a Minelayer, She Floats Off. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. I., May 17.—The old 
“White Squadron” cruiser San Fran- 
cisco, converted into the. flagship of the 
Mine and Mine Sweeping Division of 
the Atlantic Fleet, during a thick fog 
-between 4 and 5 o'clock this morning 
struck the sand shoals south southeast 
of Chatham Light House, during a gale, 
with a rough sea-running and rain fall- 
ing heavily. 

The ship was shaping her course from 
Portsmouth to Narragansett Bay for a 
draft of apprentice seamen of the train- 
ing station for herself, the. Baltimore, 
and Michigan. Captain R. R. Belknap 
at once sent out a radio call for aid, 
but after an hour she was released un- 
der her own power. . 

As soon as the first wireless call was 
received here efforts were made to pre- 
pare the destroyer Blakely and a steam 
freighter at the torpedo station to run 
to the assistance of the San Francisco. 
Both were coaled and provisioned and 
were ready to sail, but at this time the 
San Francisco had not only floated 
safely but had anchored some distance 
away. 

Later eight men of the San Francisco 
crew, who had gone out in a whaleboat 
to rig a kedge anchor, were found at 
Great Round Shoals, having been blown 
from_their course in the fog. The 
San Francisco, convoyed by the battle- 
ship New Hampshire, has tied ordered 
back to the Portsmouth Navy Yard to 
be docked and examined to ascertain 
if the hull has been damaged.

man whose least apposite title was ‘* the 
Jewish Mark Twain.’’ It merits recog- 
nition as such because with remarkable 
clearness it reveals an equally remark- 
able personality, and so well explains 
why he preferred and successfully chose 
to be known among his own people by 
a name—‘‘ Sholem Aleichem”’’—the ex- 
act Hebrew equivalent of the Latin “ pax 
vobiscum ’’’.and the English ‘‘ peace be 
with you,” than by one that referred to 
his extraordinary abilities as a humor- 
Those abilities he had, but he had 
much more, else: would he not have won, 
as: the ehormous popular demonstration 
at his funeral showed, the respect and 
affection which an amuser who is noth- 
ing else can never earn. 

The distinctive quality of the man is 
perhaps best illustrated by the last 
clauses of his testament, called by him 
‘*my wish to my successors and my 
prayer to my children.” They read: 

To protect mamma, to beautify her old 
age, to make her bitter life sweet, to heal 
her broken heart, not to weep after me, 
on the contrary. to think of me with joy; 
and the main thing—to live together in 
peace, to bear no hatred one for another, 
to help, one another in bad times, to re- 
member one.another upon occasion in the

. debts, should I have any. Children! Carry 
with honor my hard-earned Jewish name, 
and may God in Heaven come to your 
help. Amen!

So far'as the large amount of evidence 
now available indicates,’ this. form of 
espionage has the same, and as much, 
justification as have the others utilized 
by’ the police. without any popular pro- 
test, and its only effect has been, with 
wonderfully few. exceptions, to assist in 
the prevention of crime and the appre- 
hension of criminals. ‘The real issue now 
to be decided, therefore, is, not -whether 
the. police have .in the past made, and 
will in the future make, an occasional 
error of judgment or propriety in using 
this privilege, but whether. their use of 
it has been hitherto, and is likely here- 
after to be, of material assistance in the 
work we all want.them to do. 

That question deserves more careful 
consideration than it has yet received. 
So does the question whether we are to 
go on forever, in our admirable desire 
to protect “the one’ innocent man,” ex- 
tending to the ‘‘ hundred guilty’ im- 
munities that enable the majority of 
them to go scot free. 


So obviously sound was 
A Defeat the reasoning by which 
Well the Attorney General 
reached .the conclusion 
Deserved. that the Kelly bill, re- 
quiring all automobile drivers resident 
in New York City to take out licenses, 
was unconstitutional, that even those 
who approved and still approve the end 
which the bill was designed in part to 
attain must commend the Governor for 
vetoing it. Indeed, absurdity as well as 
unconstitutionality marked the attempt 
‘to impose on New York automobilists, 
of the class that does most of its mo- 
toring outside the city Umits, restric- 
tions and requirements from which non- 
residents of the same class, who so fre- 
quently enter the metropolitan area, 
were to remain free. 

A sensible licensing law, as the advo- 
cates of the Kelly bill prefectly well 
knew, should apply to the whole State. 
They unwisely accepted the compromise 
measure now condemned on the theory, 
in all probability true, that -the Legisla- 
ture. would give them nothing more. 
They are now properly punished by the 
infliction of a deserved humiliation. 

To take what one can get. at the 
moment, in the hope of getting more 
later, is “sometimes good policy, but 
when, as in this instance, the half loaf 
is a mere unedible crust, its acceptance 
creates only an illusion of something ac- 
complished and is.a grave mistake. 

The wise thing for the friends of :‘all- 
inclusive licensing of automobilists now 
to do is, to begin an educational cam- 
paign throughout the State, and carry. 
it on until the wisdom of their desires 
is seen by 80 nearly all. voters that the | 
legislators may be. subjected. to the | 
amount of pressure required to make 
them do what they should. It’s a large 
task, but not a hopeless one.

It has of- 
fered to make its warfare conform .to those 
rules whenever Great Britain would return 
to lawful naval warfare by abandoning the 
attempt to starve Germany by a so-called 
blockade. ~The German -Goyernment has 
never admitted that its submarine warfare 
was morally wrong.

In the authorities I 
have at hand. I cannot find that. Great 
Britain protested against the blockade, but 
if she did the answer would be obvious, al- 
though our Government ‘never consideréd the 
Confederates anything but rebels. . By thus 
“recognizing the ‘Confederacy, it. was perfectly 
legal for the British to supply the South with 
arms and: ammunition. Our feeling against 
England was not dus to this alohe, but to 
the. manifold ways in which the. British 
Government showed its sympathy for the 
South. Justin McCarthy, in’ ‘' A History of 
Our Own Times,’’ -gives an interesting ac- 
count of the favor with which the ‘‘ influen- 
tial classes’’. regarded. the Confederate 
cause. : w.

FOR STANDARD METHODS 


Thinke Remedies for tis Found in 
Industries Should Be, Sug- 
gested by Federal Board. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—Co-operation 
between the Federal Trade Commission 
and business firms and commercial or- 
ganizations, with the object of standard- 


Wilson in a letter to Edward N. Hur- 
ley, Vice Chairman of the commission, 
made public today at the White: House, 
‘The President urges the commission to 
investigate industries and that, if it find 
any not “ healthy,’ it suggest a ‘* prac- 
tical and helpful remedy.”’ 

The President wrote to Mr. Hurley 
to commend him for suggestions made 
in @ recent speech at Boston, in which 
Mr. Hurley told of efforis being made 
by the commission to assist the small 
manufacturer and merchant in bettering 
his condition by helping him improve 
his’ cost accounting and bookkeeping 
methods. 

“ This is & step in the right direction, 
and one of the main fundamentals of any 
successful business,’ said the President. 


"Tt is most important to the future suc- 


cess of a business man that-he should 
know what his goods actually. cost to 
rears and to sell, If he has these 

they will enable him to present 
a —— balance sheet to his bank, and 
as a result he will be better able to “Ob- 
tain credit with which to expand and 
develop his business 

* Your quggestion that trade associa- 
tions, associations of retail and whole- 
sale merchants, commercial clubs, boards 
of trade, manufacturers’ associations, 
credit/ associations, and other aimilar 

organizations should be ‘encouraged in 
every feasible way by the Government 
seems to me a very wise one. To fur- 
nish them with data and comprehensive 
information, in order that they may 
more easily accomplish the result that 
they are organized for, is a proper and 
useful Government function. These as- 
sociations, when organized for the ptr- 
pose of improving conditions in their 
patticular industry, such as_ unifying 
cost accounting and bookkeeping meth- 
ods, standardizing products and process- 
es of manufacture, should meet with 
the approval of every man interested in 
the business progress of the country. 

“ Too — emphasis cannot be placed 
on your Fee pet» that materials, 
methods, Products in industry 
should be standardined upon the basis 
of specifications drawn up in friendly 
co-operation with engineeri societies, 
industrial experts, and trade associa- 
tions. Further standardization in our 
industries will not only reduce the cost 
of production, but assure to the pro- 
ducer better materials and more efficient 
workmanship, and to the consuming 
public the manifest benefit resulting 
from not having to yar for a wide and 
increasing variety of products and ma- 
terials. Judicious standardization also 
means a greater return on a given in- 
vestment. Capital now tied * because 
of inefficient methods will be released 
and can be used effectively elsewhere. 

“Tf we are to an independent 
factor in the world’s markets we must 
be more thorough and efficient in pro- 
duction. The encouragement of trade 
associations and standardization, and 
better cost accounting methods in our 
business concerns will go a long way 
toward accomplishing this end.

If it finds that; an 
industry 1s not healthy, it .ahould, after 
carefully considering the facts, in co- 
operation with the parties interested, 
suggest a practical and helpful remedy. 
In this way many of our difficult busi- 
ness problems might be solved. 

“TI am very anxious to see you con- 
tinue to co-operate with the business 
men of the country along the lines upon 
which you are working.’’
